The agricu ltu re 
secretary sub mitted drafts of two 
alternate billa. Un* would set corn 
support* betw een zero and 90 per 
cent of parity 
The second would 
fix th. 
prop rang e for corn he 
tween 60 and 90 per cent. 
Benson said 
he preferred 
the 
first 
proposal 
Both, 
however, 
would repeal a current law u n d e r 
which price .supports for corn are 
automatically raised when surplus 
es are reduced. 
Benson suggested his program he 
put into effect in 1959. 
He said 
the corn acreage allotment system 
should he re tain ed next year to 
give corn growers a chance to re 
duce surpluses by placing part of 
their alloted acreage in the s u r ­ 
plus reducing soil hank. 
If Con 
gross wants to 
however, the new 
corn pro g ram could be started for 
the 1958 crop, Benson said 
He suggested a similar plan e a r ­ 
lier this year when Congress was 
considering a 
1957 corn acreage 
bill 
It drew practically no sup­ 
port from corn belt Republicans
